WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The* Senate today ratified 
t Ii e U.S.—British-Russian 
treaty to ban all but un­ 
derground nuclear tests. 


Approval of the historic pact, 
signed last month by the three 
powers in Moscow, came on a 
roll call by a margin well above 
the required two-thirds majority. 


The vote was 80-19, or 14 more 
than required. 


President Kennedy hailed it as 
a single but “substantial’’ step to­ 
ward world peace. 


It was a diplomatic if not a di­ 
rect political victory for Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, whose plea for ap­ 
proval of the treaty had support 
from both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic leaders. 


I 
Significantly, the treaty outlaw­ 
ing tests in the atmosphere, outer 


J space and under water carried no 
U.S. reservations or “ understand­ 
ings’’ which might jeopardize its 
ratification by other countries. All 
such proposals were rejected. 


The only addition made by the 
Senate was a 
procedural one, 
adding a preamble to the ratifi­ 
cation 
resolution 
restating 
the 
Senate’s constitutional right to ap­ 
prove future treaty amendments. 


Oppose Reluctantly 


Senators who voted against the 
treaty did so largely with de­ 
clared reluctance but with em ­ 
phasis on their distrust of Russia. 
They argued that it was ambigu­ 
ous, too hastily agreed to, and 
carried too great a military haz­ 
ard to U.S. security.
